“ Venerable Brother. 
apostolic benediction. 

“ In our last letter to you we prom- 
ised, very soon, to return an answer to 
yours, in which you have appealed to 
this holy See, in the name also of the 
other Bishops of Poland, respecting 
what are called Bible-Societies, and 
have earnestly tquired of us what you 
ought todo im tius affair. We long 
since, deed, wished to comply with 
your request ; but an incredible varie- 
ty of accumulating Concerns have so 
pre ssed upon us on every side, that till 
this day, we could not yield to your so- 
licitation. 

* We have been truly shocked at this 
most crafty device, by which the very 
foundations of religion are undermin- 
ed; and having, because of the great 
importance of the subject, convened 
for consultation our venerable breth- 
reu, the Cardinals of the Holy Roman 
Church, we have, with the utmost care 
aud attention, deliberated upon the 
Measures proper to be adopted by our 
pontitical authority, in order to remedy 
and abolish thus pestience as far as 
possibile. In the mean time, we hear- 
tily congratulate you, venerabie broth. 
er, and we commend you agai and. a- 
gain iu the Lord, as it is fit we shouid, 
upon the singular zeal you have dis- 
pla) ed under circuimstances so hazard- 
ous to Christianity, in having denoun- 
ced to the Apostoiic See this defiiement 
of the Faith, most tnumneutly danger- 
ous to souls.

THE COLLEGE BUILDINGS. 

The onuuaitics fool TAPPyin stating 
that the College buildings are so far 
ad: anced as toadmut of business being 
conducted inthem, The twelve side 
rooms of the centre building are nearly 
ail finished, togetuer with the Lecture 
roouw and Lrorary ; the only rooms now 
remaining are, that intended for the 
two staircases, and the upper hall for 
eNXalinallois.

the Committee have purchased a piece 
of ground contiguous to the Coliege 
premises, on the north west side, con- 
taining five bigas.with the view of erec- 
ting thereon a Preparatory seminary for 
those native christian youths senttothe 
college too young to enter immediately 
on itsduties. Such a Preparatory semi- 
nary in which these can be boarded & fit- 
ted by previous instruction for admission 
into the College, they found highly ne- 
cessary ; and hence felt happy in em- 
bracing the opportunity thus afforded 
for purchasing a piece of ground so 
well suited for this parpose, and so 
near the College premises. la this 
piece of ground they have this year 


dug a tank, 200 feet long, and 120 


wide, which has furnished them the 


means of levelling the Coilege grounds, 
while it forms a convenient appendage 
in the vicinity of the College.

REPLY TO A QUESTION 

“ Jeit right for Trinitarian clergy- 
men to exchange pulpits with Unitarian? 
Is not such conduct a practical denial 
of the Lord Jesus ? Will tt not grieve 
the Holy Spirit to depart from those 
churches which countenance it ?” 

For ourselves we do not “regret” 
the insertion of ths question tn our pa 
per. We believe it ts highly tmpor- 
tant to. the interests of religion, that 
the reasons which induce ministers to 
decline exchanges In the case suppo- 
sed -h uid be better understood than 
they now are, The que-tion was pro- 
posed by a subscriber in a distant part 
of the state. We stvll consider it in 
dependent of all localities, and express 
our Options without reserve, 

We assume, that there ts an essential! 
and irreconcilable opposition between 
the [rinctarian and Uattarian systems 
of doctrme. We discern between 
them, not merely those © shades of dif 
ference,” which are compatible with 
an essential unity of system; but a 
difference so essential, that if one be 
true the other must be false. It is to 
be remembered, that the difference 
does not exist on Ove subject only, but 
on the whole range of tne fundamenta 
doctrines of the gospel. A Trinitarian 
believes, that the Son is Jehovah, and 
the Holy Ghost Jehovah, as well as 
the Father ; that Jesus Christ is God 
maifestin flesh ; thatall men are, be 
fore conversion. enemies of God, and 
justly condemned by an eternal law to 
endless punishment ; that Christ died 
avicarious sacrifice for sinners; tha 

none are saved but by pardon throug! 
hi- b'ood ; that all who receive eterija 
lif. are renewed by the special agency 
of God the Spirit; and that they who 
have believed in God should live godly 
in Christ Jesus. Unitarians, (includin: 
Sabellians, Arians, Worcesterians. So 
cians, and Hamanitarians,) deny*tiv 
above doctrines, or pass them over Te 
their preaching, or explain them awa, 
till the whole substance ts ¢0.e. They 
believe that Christ is not God over all. 
that the Spiritis not the true Jehovah. 
And however desirable it may be that 
they and [rimtarians should barwmon- 
ize, it seems to be utterly impossible ; 
for the most exalted creature can nev- 
er possess the incommunicable pertec- 
tions of Jehovah. ‘The one class re 
gard Christ as acreated or derived 
being, and cannot conscieutious|y 
adore him as the only living and true 
God ; the other class feel that they en- 
tirely fail in their duty, if they do noi 
love and worship aid adore the Savior, 
with those views and feelings, which 
are due only to the inlinite Creator. 


Their songs of praise must be discord- 
ant, if they attempt to sing together 
the praises ofthe Lamb. Their preach- 
ing and conversation on these great 
topics cannot agree, if each class de- 
clare their real views.—For these as 


sertions, we have not Trinitarian 
authority alone. The leading Unita 
rians of our country, since they have 


deemed it prudent to come out boldly, 
have not hesitated to represent the | 
orthodex sentiments as totally false, 
and the difference between the two 
schemes to be radical and essential. 
They may not often have used all the | 
frankness of Dr. Priestly, one of their} 
number, in his conversation with Dr. 
Miller. aid he, “1 do not wonder 
that you Calvinists entertain and ex 

press a strongly unfavorable opinion 
of us Unitarians. ‘The truth ts, there 
neither can, nor ought to be, any com 

promise between us. Ifyou are right, 
we are not christians at all; and if we 
are right, you are grossidolaters.”” On 
another occasion, Dr. P. termed the 
worship of Trimtarians * idolatrous 
aud blasphemous ;” and certainly they 
could not desire him to be guilty of 
either crime, by commg to unite in 
their worship, in language equally 
strong. But all who are established 
and thorough in their own views, can 
hardly fail to see that they are oppo 

site to those of the Orthodox.—We 
have not room to trace the opposition of 
views between the two Classes, through 
the whole series. Suffice it to say, that 
the same contrariety of views may be 
found throughout. We would, for in 

stance, be ready to take the single ar 

ticle of good works, or a Christian life, 
to show the opposition of the systems 
toeach other. A Unitarian preacher 
is here as wide fro:n the Trinitarian, as | 
any whereelse. He cannot, while con 

sistent with himself, enforce holy obe 

dience by those motives and principles 
from which, in the view of the Trinita 
rian, all acceptable works proceed. 
His standard too of christian duty is 
very different. The life he enjoins is 
such, as may comport with a life of 
pleasure and pomp and worldliness, if it 
ouly be free from flagrant immorality 
ahd vice. He would represent that.as 
Christian character, which the other 
would deem essentially defective, ut 

terly unfitting a man for the kingdom 
of heaven. Ifit be thought that we 
refer to Unitarians of the lowest grade 
as representatives of the whole class ; 
we reply, that such is not our inten- 
LION. 

We verily believe that every consis- 
tent Unitarian, when denying the es 
sential Deity of Christ, denies also one 
by one ail the doctrines of grace. The | 
harmony of his sentiments with eaci:| 
other requires him to go through the) 
whole scheme. There may be some | 
midividuals, Ove in more than one thou- | 
sand, who does not * hold the head’ | 
with T'rinitarians, but agrees with them | 
Ou some Oler points. Such are ex- | 
ceptions to a general rule ; such are 
auomalies in that class of professed 
christians who assume the name of 
Uuilariaus, who agree with each oth 
er ta their general views, and who on | 
some Occasions represent their senti-— 
ments to be as Contrary to ours, as they | 
are ever represeuted by ‘Triuitariaus, | 
—We do not sow attempt to preve | 
which Ciass 18 right.

| Hence they are not very unwilling that 


Trinitarian doctrines should be preach 

ed to their people, though they believe 
they arefalse. But Trinitarians sert- 
ously think that the “ belief of the 
truth’? is very important ; that charac 

ters are formed much according to the 
sentiments received ; that ‘if the gos- 
pel be hid, it is hid to them that are 

lost.” Believing that what they re- 
ceive for truth is the gospel of salvation, 
when received with the heart; they 
candidly and conscientiously beiieve 
also, that the opposite system 1- fatal 
error, to those who heartily and prac 

tically embrace 1t.— Believing thus. 
are they uncharitable for speaking and 
acting accordingly ? They have the 
right of private judgment—they seri 

ously think that they fiud these views 
in scripture,—they will not condemn 
others, but they must “contend earn- 
estly for the faith once delivered to the 
saints.””—The Unitarian may ex 

change: he does not believe the senti- 
ments of the Trinitarian, but he deems 
doctrine of little consequence, and for 
the sake of charity will invite aman to 
preach what he believes to be error. 
The Trinitarian believes that truth 
is the instrument of conversation and 
salvation ; that error is dangerous and 
lt is easy to see that an 
exchange requires from him a sacrifice 
of principle and of conscience, which 
is not required of the other. te is 
sincere and conscientious in his beliel; 
and what can he do? Shall he ex 

change, and belie all his professions 
of belief in the doctrines of the Bible ? 
He would sin against his conscience 
and his Lord. Shall he renounce a 
faith, which in the view of some be 

comestoo exclusive and uncharitable 
in practice? A flood of light from the 
divine word forbids it. Shall he meek 

ly say to his Unitarian neighbour, * m) 
friend, i conscientiously believe your 
doctrine is unsermptural and destruc- 
tive—I do not separate from you from 
any unfriendly feelings, but you must 
excuse me for acting according to what 
I verily think are the truths of the bi- 
ble.? Does he encounter obloquy and 
reproach by this conduct ? He is con- 
soled with the reflection that this was 
the lot of Christ and his apostles, and 
principally for their adherence to truth, 
and their protest against error and sin. 
Let him not. therefore, be ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ, for itis the power 
of God unto salvation.

ON THE PROPER DEITY OF CHKHIST.

1 believe no small degree of perplex 
ity and obscurity has arisen from the 
nuintelligible explanations and defini 
tions of Triuttarians, respecting the 
Triotty, and particularly of the term 

* person’ inthe Godhead. The mo 
dus existend: of the three persons is not 
revealed, and therefore cannot be the 
subject of Controversy without affect- 
ing to be wise above what ts written,— 
it is obvious that the term Person.when 
applied to the Godhead, is used in a 
sense purely Theological. and cannot 
be understood ina Philosopical or Pe 
litical sense. The termis probably u- 
sed through necessity.our langaaze fur 
nishing no better ; and mainly because 
the personal pronour, 1, thou, he, are 
applied toeach. Ifthe doctrine were 
coutradictory,or palpably inconsistent, 
| would reject it, bat the mere circum. 
stance of iis being incomprehensible 
will form no objection. while I believe 
in the existence ofa God at all: an 
uncaused cause of every thing having 
no relation to time or space—the exis- 
tence of evil, moral and natural, in the 
work of a being infinitely powerful, wise 
and good : the existence of disembod- 
ied spirits: the connection between 
soul and body, and a thousand other 
things of which | entertain no doubt. 
are no less incomprehensible than the 


mode of existence of the sacred three in 
ONC. 

The truth is about this, | believe a 
fact which is fully proved, although 
there are some circumstances as to us 
cause and conseqrences which I do not 
understand. Indeed it 1s said (and I 
-uspect correctly) by an eminent phi- 
iosopher, “ to be a fundamental maxim 
in all trae philosophy, that many things 
may be incomprehensible and yet de- 
monstrable ; that though seemg clear- 
ly be a sufficrent reason for affirming, 
yet not seemg at all, can never be a 
reason for denying.” 

The following remark from Smith to 
Belsham deserves attention. The 
-criptures * authorize us by a variety 
of inductive proofs, to conclude that, 
with regard to the mode of existence 
if the Divine Essence, the un:ty of the 
Godhead includes a trinity of persons 
(-o denominated in the Engiish Jan 
zuage for waut of any better terms.) 
who are suripturally stvled the Father 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost : distinct, 
not in essence, or imperfections, but 
ouly personally : one, not personally, 
but im the common possession of the 
same identical nature and attributes. 
No contradiction or absurdity 1s imvol- 
ved in this doctrine ; because the untts 
refers to one respect, and the trinity to 
another. But we make no difficulty in 
professing our incapacity to meclude im 
knowledge, or express by any possible 
terms, the respectin which the trity 
of persons subsists in the periect one- 
ness of the deity.” 

Among the Unitarians I conceive the 
Socinians occupy the most plau-tb’e 
vround ; if Trimtarians have their in- 
comprehensibies, Arians (or those who 
hoid the pre-existence of Christ avd 
yet deny his deity) have their mystery 
with a witness! We are told that the 
pibie must be angrammatical, if there 
be a plurality 1 the Godhead ; | enter- 
taina diflerent opimon, susceptible of 
clear and easy provi, yet | view it as 
not very materiai. Christ’s proper de 
ty is the yrand pivot on which the 
question turns. His inferiority to the 
Father, both as relates to his humanity 
and the place be occupig¢s (as media 
tor) in that particular constitution oi 
things which embraces redemption, is 
not denied. Therefore. il a thousand 
passages are cited to this point, they 
militate not the least against the Trin 
ity plan. But what will Unitarians do 
with one solitary passage going to prove 
his Deity, that he is the mighty God, 
that he 1s Jehovah ? 

The Deity of Christ is supported not 
by a single passage only, they are nu 
merous, and I hesitate not to add, that 
every thing which marks and defines 
the Deity of the Father is emphatically 
ascribed to the Son; such as all his in- 
communicable attributes. * Omniset- 
ence,’ Col. ii. 3. In whom are hid all 
ithe treasures of wisdom and knowledge 
—Rev. ii. 23. And I will kiliher chil 
dren with death; and ali the churches 
shall know that lam he which search 
eth the reins and hearts—John, ii. 24, 
25. but Jesus did not commit him 
selfunto them. because he knew all 
men, and needed not that any should 
testify of man: for he knew waat is in 
man—xxi. | 7—and he sa'd unto him, 
Lord, thou knowestall things, ‘ Om 
nipresence’—Matt. xvii. 20-for, where 
two or three are gathered together 
in my name, there am I in the midst of 
them—xxvin. 20—and. lo, | am with 
you alway,even unto the end of the 
world. Ameu—lidependence, Eter- 
nity and immutab:itiy—Rev. xxii. 13. 
{am Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
aud the end, the first and the last— 
Heb. xii. 8—Jesus Christ, the same 
yesterday, and to-day, and forever— 
Micah. v. 2: but theu, Bethlehem E- 
phratah, though thou be little among 
the thousands of Judah, yet out of thee 
shali he come forth unto me that is to 
be ruler in Israel; whose goings forth: 
have been from of old. from everlasting. 

Christ 1s called Jeliovah—God?s * in- 
communicable’ name. Here let it be 
reinarked, that in the common versios 
of the Old Testament.we read**LORD” 
in capitals, for the word * Jehovah,” iii 
the original—this cannot be denied. 
Now see Isaiah, xli.8; | amtheL rd; 
that ismy name ; and my glory will | 
not give to auother, neither my praise 
tu graven images—Psalms, Ixxxiii. 18 : 
That men may know that thou, who-e 
name alone is Jehovah, art the most 
high over all the earth; Isaiah, xl. 3. 
Phe voice of him that crieth in the wil- 
derness, prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make straight in the desert a 
highway for our God, compared wit! 
Mark, i. 2,3:as itis written in the 
prophets, Behold, | send my messen- 
ger before thy face, which shall pre- 
pare the way before thee. 

The voice of one crying in the wil- 
derness, Prepare ye the way of the

Wiih Unitarians we differ radically, 
about the characier of the Redeemer; 
leallitais ‘ical difference, because | 
can conceive of 10 greater disparnty be- 
iweeh any two beings whatever, than 
that which subsists between creature 
and creator. ‘Tothe humble, the can- 
did, the upright inquirer after truth, 
the fo,iowing suggestons may be use- 
ful, and no other Character can bea 
udge of divine trath. If the ‘Trinity 
plan has its incomprehensibles, has no? 
\rianism its mysteres and its unmtel- 
‘iwibles?) And again, is there more 
danger in Considering the Son equal to 
the Father, than there is in assigning 
him some lower stations? Can we be- 
‘eve that any will ever be upbraided 
or reproached for thinking too highly 
of Christ? Will it be imputed to any 
as a.crime that they believed him equal 
to the Father? Might not such char- 
acters boldly plead the authority of the 
Apostles and Prophets? see John, x. 
30: Land my father are one. 5, 17, 18, 
21: But Jesus answered them, “ My 
mt worketh hitherto, and I work,” 
IC. 

Therefore the Jews sought the more 
to kil him, because he not only had 
broken the Sabbath, but said also God 
was his father, making himself equal 
with God, &c. Foras the Father rais- 
cth up the dead and quickeneth them, 
even so the Son quickeneth whom he 
wili; Phil. ii, 6: Who, being in the 
iorm of God, thought it not robbery to 
be equal with God ; on the other hand, 
i. there not great danger of creature- 
‘sing him? oris there a medium be- 
ween creature and creator? The 
whoie tenor of those discourses which 
we hear from Kentucky Unitarians, 
proves one point, beyond doubt, that 
they have a very imperfect, confused, 
aud mutilated view of the doctrine of 
the Trinity. Viewing it as they do, no 
wonder that they reject it. 1 am per- 
~vaded that very few of those who call 
themselves Trinitarians, hold the opin- 
ous they attribute to them; hence I 
perceive a very high degree of infeli- 
city in their discussions of this subject ; 
ior when their different heads are fully 
proved, the doctrine of the Trinity (as 
we hold it) is not touched. My inter- 
course with the world bas been too 
limited, yet, as to have seen an individ- 
ual who believes or holds that there is 
more than one supreme God in the 
christian system; neither have | seena 
man who believes that the human bod 
and soul of Christ, or either, or bot 
together, is, in fact, the divine essence, 
or any part of it, and | would entreat 
those who charge it so roundly to point 
to the author who denies, that the hu- 
mab body of Christ was flesh and blood ; 
and who is he that has said that the di- 
vine essence consists of flesh and blood; 
snch an author is not to be found among 
Trinitarians, ‘These are the dreams of 
Unitarians, (To be continued.) *
